Officially Opened at UBC 

(By Canadian University Press) 

According, to rcporl.s received phonic Board of the univer-^ity. 
from the University o( British Col- 
umbia, the Radio Society is busy 
producing many show« for the jstu- 
dents after havins been Inactive 
during the fir.^t term. 

New studios have been built for 
the society, and late last week they 
were officially (i|)cncd l)y Dr. G. 
M. Shrum, honorary president of 
the University Radio Society. These 
new studios, which are said to be 
the finest student-owned-and-oper- 
alcd ones on the continent, consist 
of two .soundproof broadcasting 
rooms nnd a completely glassed off 
control room. 

.Suspended during' the construc- 
tion of the studios, campus broad- 
casting has again begun in earnest 
"Foe the first lew weeks," staled 
the programme director, "we will 
broadca.st for only an hour a day. 
As we lay a .solid foundation of ex- 
perience, then we can increase our 
broadca.st time gradually." 

Chief items on the broadcafting 
formdt are news and music. A 
daily roundup of world news will 
keen students posted- on world af- 
fairs. "Students at UBC are virtu- 
ally cut oft from the outside world 
from n:3n to 5:3fl," continued the 
progrutnnie director, "The Padio 
Society can perform a great service 
by supplying them with the latest 
world news." 

Other programmes scheduled arc 
a series of Jazz programmes spon- 
sored by the Jazz Society and a 
series of classical m u s I'c pro- 
grammes sponsored by the Sym-

With Varsity Editor 
Veterans Dissatisfied 

According to reports received 
here last night, a motion of non- 
confidence in the editor-in-chief of 
The Varsity, undergraduate news- 
paper -of the University of Toronto, 
was passed by n "massive body of 
student veterans. The action was 
taken by the university's ex-scrvice 
committee which represents more 
than 8,000 student ex-servicemen. 

The committee blamed the Var- 
sity editor-in-chief, Don Molr, for 
what It termed lack of publicity in 
the paper for the recent conven- 
tion in Toronto of the National 
Conference of Student Veterans 
which urged a cost-of-living bonu.s 
to supplement government allow- 
ances- In those veterans attending 
universities. 



Manitoba U. 
President To 
Resign Post 

One of Canada's top educational- 
ists will be the next president of 
the University of New Brunswick. 
He is Albert W. Trueman, present- 
ly President of the University of 
Manitoba., 

Dr. Trueman announced his deci- 
sion to resign at the last meeting 
of the Board of Governors of the 
University of Manitoba. A member 
of this Board, W, J. Parker, im- 
mediately announced that a selec- 
tion board has been appointed to 
name a successor to the resigning 
President. 

The latter entered Manitoba U. as 
president in jn4.5 (he will lake up 
his new post on or around Aug. 1) 
after a stage as Superintendent of 
Schools In St Johns, N.B. Dr. True- 
man was renowned then for his 
vigorously reformative spirit, and 
has kept this reputation at Mani- 
toba U., leaving the university more 
unified than it has ever been. 

He was first approached by the 
University of New Brunswick some 
two months ago. This was followed 
by the University Senate approval, 
and during the last fortnight Prem-, 
icr McNaIr ot New Brunswick tele- 
phoned Dr. Trueman to announce 
to him that bis appoipntnient had 
been government-ratified. 

Dr. Trueman look his B. A. course 
at Mount Alli.'îon and followed this 
up with a period of studying at Ox- 
ford under an IODE scholairihip.

Pulp and Paper Head Will 
Open New Lecture Series 



Frank L. Mitchell, O.B.E., B.Sc, 
M.E.I.C., Manager of the Canadian 
Pulp' and Paper Association, will 
be the first lecturer in the new 
scries sponsored by the Pulp and 
Paper Research Inslitutc of Canada 
through special arrangement with 
the University, iit the I.iclure 
theatre of the chemistry building, 
at 5.00 o'clock tomorrow. 

Mr. Mitchell's lecltire will em- 
phasize the Importance ot pulp, and 
paper In Canada's economy, from 
such standpoints as production, ex- 
ports, employment, and world 
trade. He will discuss career oppor- 
tunities which the industry offers 
directly to chemists .and engineers, 
and the interest it holds for those 
in ancillary and other industries. 
Mr. Mitchell's lecture will be lllas- 
trated, and will be followed by the 
showing of a technicolor documen- 
tary, "River of Paper," which fea- 
tures' pulp and paper activities on 
the West Coast, illustrating opera- 
tions in the forest and processes 
in the mills. In addition, the Can- 
adian Pulp and Paper Association's 
collection of paintings by eminent 
Canadian artists, depicting scenes 
in woods and plants, will be on dis- 
play. 

This series ot nine lectures has 
been .specially arranged for engin- 
eering studenl.s, but faculty mem- 
bers, and other undergraduates 
who arc interested in the pulp and 
paper industry are cordially in- 
vited to attend. The talks will be 
delivered by outstanding represen*

tatives of the industry and by 
members of the staff of the Insti- 
tute who will deal in turn with the 
various operational activities ot 
pulp and paper. 

Expressing his appreciation of 
the University's co-operation in 
arringing the series. Dr. O. Manss, 
C.B.B.t Ph.D., F.R.S., General Dir- 
ector of the Institute, stated that 
the lectures aim to help the stu- 
dents in their personal progress 
through giving them valuable in- 
formation supplcmoiilary to their 
university studies and to such work 
as many undergraduates carry out 
in the pulp and paper industry 
during the summer months.

TWO PIANISTS THIS WEEK-END 



PAUL LOTONNET 

Paul Loyonnct was heard in the third oi his 
current series of recitals on Friday night. The even- 
ing opened with the playing of the Beethoven So- 
nata Op. 14, No. 2. This seldom heard worit was 
given a vital performance. The second sonata on 
the program was the "Funeral March". Sonata. Op, 
26. The work was given a Romantic Interpretation. 
While the first, second and fourth movements were 
suggestively interpreted in M. Loyonnct's usual man- 
ner, he was hard put lo explain away tlic funeral 
march. However, M. Loyonnct's sotto voce explana- 
tion seemed to satisfy most of those who were listen- 
ing to him. The story he told was not too plausible 
but enough said about that. , 
The most Interesting "interpretation" M. Loyon- 
net has presented so far was the one of the Moon- 
light Sonata. Here M. Loyonnct presented his 
usual love story, but this time with a different twist. 
His interpretation was of sufficient interest to war- 
rant a more detailed report The following plan was 
suggested for the work: 

The first movement with iU repeUtlous«mono- 
tonous triplet figure in the right hand represents 
the dull, uneventful life Beethoven has had (with 
minor moments of interest— suggested by the ris- 
ing figures which appear just before the return 
of the principal theme) up to the time of the 
arrival of his Love. 

The Allegretto second movement describes 
Beethoven's frustrated lovcmaking to the Countess 
Julia Culcciardl. (This love affair was described by M. 
Loyonnct as "the .sort of thing that happens every 
summer".) M. Loyonnct suggests that Jullclta was 
"une Coquette" — and that she alternately encour- 
aged and rejected Beethoven's lovcmaking. This 



he explains very suggestively in his playing of 
the opening phrases of the second movement, with 
the successive repetitions of the rising and falling 
figures. 

The last movement describes the emotional 
storm raging In Beethoven's breut when he has 
learned of Julietta's marriage to a Count. 
While we cannot argue with M. Loyonnct's right 
to have his own interpretation for these great works 
this writer feels that they should be treated as such 
and not represented to students of the piano as un 
assailable dogma. Some who have heard M. Loyon- 
nct's pictures at the piano, will find that these 
sonatas have been forever, spoiled fOr any different 
but equally acceptable Interpretation. 

ANTONIO DE RACO 
The CBC presented the Argentinian pianist 
Antonio de Raco in recital at the Conservatoire Pro- 
vinciale. Through the kindness of Mr. Cook of the 
International Service, the "Daily" was able to hear 
an Air Check, which was made of the recital, and 
to meet Mr. dc Raco. Mr. de Raco unfortunately 
could not understand enough English for conversa 
tional purposes and since your reporter is completely 
"monolingual," there wasn't even any discussion of 
the weather. However, through the Intercession of 
Mr. Cook, Mr. de Raco kindly consented to play 
for the students of McGiil Conservatorium on his 
next visit to Montreal in November. 

Mr. de Raco is undoubtedly a very fine pianist 
From what we could tell from the play-back, he has a 
great technical and interpretative command of the 
music he performs. His interpretations of Beethoven 
and Chopin were stylistically some of the most in 
teresting we have heard in Montreal. He is a very 
young pianist and is certainly "to be reckoned 
with." — J. IC

Opinion or Slander?

Dear Sirs,— 

I write this letter in surprise- 
not at Mr. Ole G. Clausen, but 
rather at the editors of the Daily. 
There is a distinction between 
opinion and slander, and It has pre- 
viously been the policy of the Daily 
to distinguish between them. Per- 
haps Mr. Clausen takes writer's 
licence to excuse his sweeping gen- 
alitics, but on reading his article 
from a purely literary viewpoint, 
I cannot see that he has much claim 
to this licence. 

I cannot quarrel with his report 
on Portugal and Egypt, not being 
well acquainted with these coun- 
tries—but if he is consistent, that 
report must be very erroneous as 
well. He remarks that the Portu- 
gesc-rran-in-thc-street "is extreme- 
ly poor, in most cases illiterate — 
yet is the happiest and most friend- 
ly man on earth". That may well 
be, but I am reminded of a discus- 
sion that I once had with a yotuig 
nan from Georgia, who dcKribed 
the present condition of the South- 
ern Negro in precisely the ssme 
terms. 

However, 1 am well acquainted 
with conditions in iPalestine, and 
it is here that I specifically accuse 
Mr. Clausen, not of being an anti- 
sémite— that does not concern me— 
but of being incorrect which Is the 
cardinal sin of any man claiming to 
Inform the public. His statements 
are absolutely void of nny factual 
ba.<!is, and while he has the right to 



this right by falling to provide any 
concrete evidence to support his 
assertions. It is possible to discuss 
and evaluate opinions which are 
the result of a logical analysis of 
conditions as they are. in the case 
of Mr. Clausen, however, his con- 
tentions permit no refutation, islnce 
they represent nothing but a host 
of prejudices. 

Tills letter is not intended to be- 
gin a controversial exchange ,of 
letters with Mr. Clausen. It is in- 
tended merely to stress to the Dally 
readers, that his opinions are hard- 
ly reliable, and not to be taken 
seriously.

Viisiied by 
Students

trip to Mars has jtisl been com- 
pleted. In fact, to touch the 
risht wire nt the wrong time, 
would probably send a mere 
mortal miirh further than Mars. 

The Lcboratnry is staffed mainly 
by Physics students doing research 
work for their Doctor of Pliiloso- 
phy degrees. During the summer 
tHcy receive money for the work, 
but during the college term, their 
remuneration Is }ust more material 
for that fateful thesis. 

The Director's secretary guided us 
through the rooms — pointing out 
one where measurements are taken 
to within one>millionth of a volt, 
an interesting fact when the magni- 
tude of the result of such work is 
considered. 

Students Riiitd Their Own 
Equipment 

In another room, two students 
were at work observing and rec- 
ording what happens when a part- 
icle, introduced into the Wilson 
Cloud Chamber, collides with an 
atom. Paralleling this, so iar as put- 
ting us in a fog is concerned, was 
the Beta Ray Spectrometer. On the 
unquestioned authority of the stu- 
dent working on it, this Is an ap- 
paratus designed "to find out the 
energy distribution of electrons 
given in nuclear disintegration." 
With the spirit of a pioneer, this 
student constructed for Jtimsclf 
some of the equipment which it 
was foun4 difficult to obtain. 

The chemistry, lab across the hail 
seemed to have joined the ranks of 
things displaced — until it was ex- 
plained that there is really nothing 
remarkable in finding a chemistry 
labpratory in an establishment so 
closely concerned with physicsl 
since the sciences miist 'work in 
harmony, overlapping as they do. 

After a brief glunce into the 
modern, well-lighted office of Dr. J. 
S. Foster, Director of the Radia- 
tion Laboratory and Cyclotron, wc 
visited a room which will eventu- 
ally be used for seminar sessions; 
at present it contains some radar 
equipment which was used on cor- 
vettes 4nd minesweepers early in 
the war. 

War-Tlme Radar Technique 
Applied 

Two students in another room ex- 
plained tliat their particular inter- 



est, micro-wave spectroscopy, is a 
radar technique dcvpiopcd during 
the war and now being applied to 
peacetime science. We noticed a 



few ordinary electric light'bulbs in- 
stalled in some apparatus, and ex- 
pressed surpri.^e at (indiriK thc.<c 
familiar fixtures in such an insti- 
tution. It was quickly explained 
tliat they had been used to make 
photostatic copies of a Dutch secret 
dnrnmrnt which was procured from 
Chalk River, and had to be re- 
turned in a few days. 

The wiring in the Control Room 
of the Cyclotron might l(>ok to the 
l.nymnn like a confusion of colored 
striiiKs crossing and re-crossing 
each other, but actually it is a neat 
and extremely complicated Job of 
wiring done mostly by two fem- 
inine laboratory technicians. These 
girls, and also our guide, had spent 
some time working at Chalk 
River. 

On the door of the Power Room, 
or Sub-Station, i.<i a bright sign 
warning "Danger — 12,000 volts." 

Timidly, wc witllcrd throush, and 
learned how one day strange voices 
were heard down there, and when 
they were investigated, a group of 
youngsters wa.s found playing hap- 
pily about the powerful machinery, 
quite unaware of the danger. 

Next tame the machine .«hop, 
whore among other things is a 
glass-blowing lathe. In spite of this, 
some of the student.i blow glass 
equipment for themselves, the old- 
fashioned way. 

"Atom-Smasher" Viewed 
Just as we were beginning to 
wonder if the building contained 
cvorytliing but an "atom-sma.'ihrr", 
were were' led tlirough a tunnel, 
built under at least ten feet of earth 
and concrete, to a large room. Here, 
IHiwer units a're scattered about, 
and in the centre is the large drum- 
shaped bit of metal which will one 
day demolish atoms. It is not yet 
completed, but later on this year it 
is hoped that the machine will be 
in wnrkinq nrdcf. Then, it will be 
enclo.ïed in a .«quarc, evacuated 
ch:unbcr containing a D-shapcd 
electrode with a 25-megacyclc radio 
frequency voltage. With a stream 
of protons issuing from an ion 
source at the centre, plus a few 
other phenomena taking place, the 
unfortunate atoms will begin to 
lose their closely-guarded individu- 
ality, 

A Radar Section, or. In be tech- 
nic.-il, an Ultra-High Frequency 
Laboratory, Is situated in a small 
building separate from the main 
one. Here, students were at work
